Dr. .Tormey and Dr. Dean both 


said that a modern filter plant and 
scientific precautions in the obtain- 
ing of Lake Mendota water would 
furnish a supply absolutely safe. 


Dr. Tormey said also that the 


medical society would investigate 
when.a change received serious con- 
sideration. 
"I believe that properly filtered 


lake water'.%vould be 'perfectly safe 
for the city," Dr. Tormey said. "It 
has been done with success in many 
cities which have had far less fa- 
vorable sources than Lake Mendo- 
ta."

' Obtaining of water from the lake 
seems inevitable, Dr. Dean declar- 
ed. 
1 "A lake water 'supply, filtered, 
should be safe," he said. 


Dr.' Head's warning today is the 
result of the declaration of Leon A. 
Smith, ..superintendent of the water 
department, that increasing the sup- 
ply, by- -means. of the-lake,-"woulli- 
cost-about half'as-much as install- 
ing'a hew. West'Side well pumping 
station. 
Lake Mendota . as a source 
has 


been approved by Daniel W. Mead, 
of the engineering firm of Mead and 
Seastqne, a national, authority on 
municipal water problems. 


A special committee of the com- 


mon council has under consideration 
the lake supply plan. The commit- 
tee will hold a joint meeting with 
the board of water 
commissioners 


next Friday. 


The well supply should be kept 


by the city as the only safe one, Dr. 
Head' maintained in a statement. It 
follows: 
"I thought that the lake water 


project had been laid to rest nine 
years ago, but I have been watch- 
ing with interest for several weeks 
Mr. Smith's cautious efforts to re- 
.vive it. 
The scheme is now, as it 


was then, an. engineer's project. 


"I believe the citizens of Madison 


are entirely satisfied with their 'wa- 
ter supply; they gavo very 
em- 
phatic evidence of this at that time 
and nothing has occurred since to 
alter their opinions. The same old 
threadbare arguments of soap-sav- 
ing, and lesser cost are. brought 
forth again. Mr. Smith professes 
to present both sides of the issue 
but it is very evident, even to the 
casual reader, that it is an ex-part 
presentation. 


"In my thirty years' practice in 


Madison I have never seen a casa 
of illness that could be traced to 
the use.'of our city water. This :,s 
an age of preventiojn, and 'safety 
first' should be applied to drinking

• The state department 'of educa- 


(tioh reports that h« ds rapidly be- 
| coming extinct, basing .its state- 
ment on a survey of high school 
enrollments covering the last ten 
years. This shows that the num- 
ber of students enrolled in -high 
schools has increased 84 per cent 
'in the last decade; that in 1912 
there were 40,012 high school stu- 
dents du .the state and that in 1922 
the number had increased to 7E,- 
423. The y«ar showing the big- 
gest increase was lO22y the last 
covered by the eurvcy, amounting 
to 22 per cent. The number of ativ 
dents increased steadiri' from year 
to year, and in no year was there a 
falling off in high school enroll- 
ment. 


The increase doubtless was due 


m some cases' to the state 'increase 
in population which approximated 
SflO.OCO in the last decade. 


Not only has the net enrollment 


increased, but also that the ratio 
of average attendance to the en- 
rollment has made a steady'in- 
creas* in the last decade. . 


The number of high school teach- 
ers has kept pace with the increase 
in students. The rate of

in -teachers is precisely that of stu- 
dents, 81 per ceuit., the number 
leaping from 2,043. in 1012 to 8,706 
in 1922. 


These figures on teachers tend 


to refute the 
statement advanced 


during the recent legislature, that

is a super-abundance of 


teachers in. *he state, the depart- 
ment said.

'WASHINGTON—While there are 


no state laws requiring or prohi- 
biting bible rendine in the 
public 


schools of Wisconsin, it is one -of 
the eight states whore the decision 
of the supreme court or the opin- 
ion of the attorney 
general 
has 


be'en adverse of such leading. A 
Wisconsin coust decision holdsthat 
such portions of the bible as are 
not sectarian in character may be 
usecli for secular instruction, and 
to inculcate good morals,_ -while the 
state supremo court decision was 
adverse to regular bible reading in 
tho public schools. 
Stic states require by law daily 


readings from the bible in 
their 


ptibH'e schools. 
Six others specifi- 


cally permit bible readings by law, 
but do not compel such readings.

Summer sessions are distinctly, a 


modern developement. 
-A quarter 


of a century ago, all. American 
schools, including colleges, and uni- 
versities, were virtually deserted in 
the .summer months from early 
June on. 
This was .presumably a 


tradition 
or a custom 
inherited 


from 
the 
distinctly --agricultural 


period -in our country's develope- 
ment. In those days, son Jonn and 
daughter, Mary,--might be spared 
to go to college in fall,, winter, and 
even spring, but in the busy cum- 
mer season, their presence at lionw 
on the farm was an imperative ne- 
cessity. 
City sudents, who had to 


contend • with straightened 
finan- 


cial conditions made good use of 
the summer season to earn and lay 
aside money • to defray 
the 
ex- 


penses of the coming school year. 
The son and daughter of wealthy 
families, on the other hand, found 
the summer a most convenient sea- 
son for a trip to Europe, or a so- 
journ at. the seashore or in the 
mountains. There seemed to be no 
demand whatever for -college or un- 
iversity work at hat season. 
We 


sang gaily about "the good old 
summer time, the 
good old sum 


mer time, strolling down the, shady 
lanes with your hand in mine." but 
it never seemed o occur to anyone 
that by utilizing summers for study 
instead of handholding, graduation 
from college and the start in b us- 
iness or professional'life might be 
materially 
hastened. 


The people who brought about a 


gradual but eventually very- com- 
plete change in the. old state of af- 
fairs 
were the teachers of our 


schools. 
Not the college profess- 


ors, but the high school teachers— 
that usually underpaid and always 
undervalued clement of our eitizen- 
ship^that is doing more to keep our 
civilization alive and moving for- 
ward than almost any other class 
The only occasions, on which the.v 
ever attract any attention to them 
selves or receive any publicity is 
when one in a thousands becomes 
involved in a petty scandal or when 
some pretty miss bobs her hair 
leaves the profession and breaks in 
to the movies; but as a class thej 
do more for America and for the 
cause of good citizenship every da; 
than all the politicians in the coun

Last winter considerable publicity "was given 


to 'attacks made.by Brig-. ;Gen. Amo* A.:Fries, 
chief of the Chemical1 Warfare Service, on or- 
ganization* and individuals engaged in doing 
what they can to prevent the --war. • ' - . ' • 


I was present at a meeting of the Institute 


of Government, held at the New Willard hotel 
in Washington, when General Fries attacked 
the National Council for Prevention of War as 
an 
organization 
inculcating 
disloyalty and 


spreading the doctrines of communisms. 


The truth of his' statements was challenged 


by Mrs. Kate; Trenholm Abrams, speaking ,a's a 
member of the; League of Women Voters, and 
myself, speaking as a member of the Women's 
International League for Peace and Freedom. 


Both of us denied that the organizations we 


represented were either disloyal or communis- 
tic. General Fries heard our indignant denials 
withovit comment. 


On that same occasion, General Fries read to 


the audience a sentence from my pamphlet, 
"America Menaced by Militarism," published 
by The Searchlight nearly three years ago, and 
circulated by the Women's International League 
of Peace and Freedom. He called that sentence 
"a slacker's oath." 
.The brand of slackerism 


which he denounced may interest readers of 
The Liberal. As reported in the Baltimore :Sun 
of April 2, he declared that it was "nothing 
short of treason." 


What the General Calls "Treason" 


What General Fries called my "slacker oath" 


was written in the course o£ uonsidering what 
program might -be adopted by women "who 
want the nation's funds for constructive work, 
who want their sons saved for such work." The 
whole passage' reads as follows: 


"The third thing to do and the most ef- 


fective thing we can do is to sign a pledge 
of passive resistance to war and the prep- 
aration for wars. 
By 'passive resistance" 


I mean resistance made with tongue and 
pen, 
with brain and ballot, with, moral and 


spiritual forces and with those weapons 
only. Such pledges will be in effect a no- 
tice to men, given /ow while the nation-is 
at peace, that if they go to war, they must 
go'without us. 


"All the world knows that nations can- 


not wage war successfully without their 


• women. The woman, are what our -Secretary 


of War (Mr. Baker) recently called 'the in- 
visible army" behind the visible army of 
men, 
supplying its needs in time of war 


and relieving it of all civilian duties, 


"When large numbers of women in the 


leading countries of the world, the coun- ' 
tries of the Orient as well as the Occident, 
are willing to say to their congresses and 
parliaments: 'Go to war, if you want to, 
but know this: We have pledged ourselves 
not to give you our children, not to en- 
courage or nurse your soldiers, iiot to knit 
a sock or roll a bandage, or drive a truck, 
or make a war speech, or buy a bond; when 
large number of women speak thus in times 
of peace, and keep on speaking until con- 
gresses know we mean what we say, dec- 
clarations of war will cease to be and men 
will compose their differences without blood- 
shed." 
Now, 
if THAT be treason in these days of 


peace, let General .Fries make the most of it! 


I am willing to be known as a slacker in war 


and the preparation for war, -because I' believe 
that war is, nowadays, an unnecessary evil. 
Whatever it may have been in past ages, war 
tional cooperation for international competition, 
tive strug-gle between different groups of mon- 
eyed interests for domination of the earth's 
natural resources, and, more particularly, for 
economic control of the less developed parts if 
the 
earth. I believe that youth should not be 


sacrificed to such ends. 


But, though a slacker in war, I am a fighter 


"for 
peace. 
I woivld fight, however, not with 


poison gas and chemicals as General 
Fries 


would do (despite the condemnations of the 
Conference on Limitation of Armaments) kill- 
ing the very babes in their cradles; but I would 
fight "with tong-ue and pen^with brain and bal- 
lot," 
calling to the youth of the world to resist 


poison psychology as well as poison .gas and to 
stand together in all lands for the substitution 
of law for violence, the substitution of interna- 
tional cooperation for international cocpetition, 
the substitution of national polices of econom- 
ic justice and good will for those of commer- 
cial greed.
